On March 07, 2019, our office received your request for records under the California 
Public Records Act (Government Code Section 6250). The request was for “any records 
or communications related to animals brought to Paradise Animal Shelter or handled by 
Paradise Animal Control from a group called Base Camp. I also would like to see any 
records or communications that reference FieldHaven or the Transfer Station.” Based on 
the Camp Fire that occurred on November 8, 2018 being the incident that prompted the 
listed groups to begin operations in Paradise, I have limited my query of records to the 
period of November 8, 2018 through March 7, 2019. 

The Paradise Police Department follows the regulations set forth under the California 
Public Records Act. I have reviewed your request and determined they consist of an 
extensive amount of separate and distinct Town records. Due to the extensive nature of 
the separate and distinct Town records requested, the Town will provide the relevant 
releasable records to you by March 30, 2019.
